Bir . Murchison in his own subject ! —and
will certainly modify profoundly the populm
conception as to the interior of Afriea, hat
lllf‘y will hurdly exaite nas mnch intorest as the
little postseript telling the Foreign Secretary
of a ruce in Bouth Central Afrien called the
Rua, who dwell in excavated caves, somo of
them thirty miles long, and it to contain n
distriot when besioged; who have “‘pletures
or “writings” of some kind, and who have
eyes ‘‘whose outer angle slopes inward,” a
eurious statement, which may mean only that
the Rua have Japaness eyoen, or may by pos-
sibility mean that these Proglodytes have ne.
guired from their mode of life some physical
pm:u[iuril_\'_ The statement is far too vague
for any real discussion, but it exeitos the ima-
gination far more than greater dinsoveries,
appealing as it does to an impression which
bag cropped ont in all ages, that men might
conceivably be found differing greatly in
physique from the homan standered, an im.-
pression ns yel wupporied by no evidence
whatever of any hmportance, for Mr. Gib.
son's wan urang was in all probability o ly
aatura,

Letus turn to the Nile, Neoarly three years
ago, nine Jobannn men, who had aceom-
panied Dr. Livingstone on his journey to de
termine the Nilotic water-shed, appoared at
Zanzibar with the news of the great explorer’s
death. The story which they told was so
well concocted, and the evidence they ad.
duced so very conclusive, that De, Kirk's
sagacity was for once at fault, and Living-
stone's former companion fully believed thal
his quondam Jeador had been bratally mnr-
dered in Central Africa. With the detsils of
this mendacious story the world is now
familiar. Mr. Young's scarch expedition re-
lieved the public anxiety, and, subsequently,
pews from Dr. Livingstone himsell confirmed
our hopes of hLis safety, This intelligonce
ecame from Bemba, and was dated Febraary,
1867; mince it was recoived nothing has besn,
antil within the lust few days, known of the

s

Doctor's wheresbouts.  Aguin the anxiety
of the public has been arvoused, the
hope deterred pradually pgave way to
despair, and but few belioved that the
intrepid traveller was not dead.  Sir
Roderick Murchison steadily refused his

countenance to this fear, and by o numbar of
letters to the public press, sngpesting from
time to time cerfain hypotheses to acconut
for his friend’s proluonged silence, songht to
digsipate the donbts and to sustain the hopes
of all who felt an interest in the traveller's
welfare. Bnt as month after month rolled
lj}‘, the coufidence of the Ip.]h]ic ‘.liﬂil]ly las-
sened, until the nuwber of those who veally
belicved in Livingatone's safety had bsgome
small indeed, Buddenly, however, a telorrim
was received stiting that Dr, Liviugstone had
been beard of, and that he was not only alive
aud well, bhut bad found what he belioved to
be the sources of the Nile, 'U'he news thas
faskod howe to us fromw Didin has been veri.
fied. No wonder that Sir Roderiek Marchison
and the Royal Geogrophical Bociety wer
jubilant on Monday last; for not only had
extracts from Dr, Livingstone's lettors been
gent Trom Zanzibar by Dr. Kirk, but
while the meeting was in progredt Lord
Clarendon sent the full despateh which he
had received from the Consul-explorer him-
gelf. This despatch, to say nothing of the
letters, cleared up all doults, and the won-
derful sagucity of Sivr Roderick Murchison
again reveived the testimmony of  proof,
Nothing, probably, in the history of geogra-
phical enterprise was ever regarded with more
sincere satisfaction by the whole nation than
this conclusive intelligence relative to the
enfety of the greatest of our explorers,

But our delight at the prospoect of seeing
Dr, Livingstone again in the Hesh must not
be allowed to overshadow the intense interast
attaching to his discoveries. Allhongh in
July, 1868—the date of his last despatch—Dr,
Livingstone had not even seen Lake Tangun-
yika, and of course could not positively testily
that the lake drained into the Nile, he hadl
yet found sufficient evidence, to say nothing
of native information, to justify the opinion
that not only Tanganyiks, but a serics of

“more poutherly lakes, contribute their qnota

of waters to the “‘river of Egypt.” If this
opinion should prove to be correct, he

will have solved the great problem
of modern geography, and established
his claim to a place in the

foremost vank of geographers of all ages,
Plolemy's mysterions kuowledge will prove
to have been someihing real, and Defos's
imagination will be reparded ns havine hoeen
strangely prophetic. lo order to appreciste
whnl.li)r. }Jivingst.mm has done, or is doing, it
must be clearly understood what he was sent
to accomplish, The dispute between Captain
Burton and Captain Speke relative to the
drainnge of Take Tanganyika could not he
sotiled except by personal investigation, Dap-
